Introduction:- 

We know that education brings out the perfection hidden within a man; 
to realize this truth we make an endeavour to ensure elementary 
education to all here; but we presume that, it would be starting of the 
‘Tryst with destiny” for this under privileged area; let us hope that, 
awareness level would be uplifted ; not only quantity but also quality of 
education would flourish; education, being an integral part of life, would 
nurture the feeling that, life is worth. living for individual and for 
community. We would like to lit the light of knowledge in the darkness of 
ignorance. Educationally backward regions should come within the 
periphery of light of knowledge, understanding, skill and application. It is 
the essence of our National Education Policy for U.E.E. 


Need for study:- 

According to cohort result (Survey conducted by S.S.A. South 24 
Pgs.), there are many backward villages in our district. In Joynagar block- 
II, the number of such villages is much higher than other blocks; it is 8 in 
numbers. We have identified this area of 8 backward villages as our 
‘Target area’ or ‘Lab area’ to conduct a comprehensive development 
programme on primary education and continuing education. We aspire to 
help in upgrading the educational scenario and the awareness level. 


Objectives: - 
To identify particular causes of backwardness and accordingly to find 
out their remedial measures we ought to know: 


1. The total scenario of primary, pre-primary and continuing education 

in 8 backward villages of Joynagar block-II including 
* Enrolment of students in primary schools 

Retention of the students 

Drop-out of the students 

Achievement of the students 

Infrastructure of the schools 

Teacher-student ratio 

Teacher-status :- Male-female , trained-untrained , Para 

teachers 

= Pedagogical support (T.L.M. , Resource materials , Distance 
learning materials ) 

= Utilization of S.S.A. programme 


2. The socio-economic status of the villagers. 
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3. The present condition of non-formal education system (I.C.D.S. , 
E. C. C. E., A.I.S. , Adult and continuing education). 
We have to 
= Observe the function of S. S. K. 
= Find out the causes of backwardness. 
= Find out the remedial measures to develop the educational 
scenario of 8 backward villages. 


Methodology :- 

In the beginning, we tried not only just to ‘know’ these 8 villages but 
also to ‘realise’ them. For gaining thorough knowledge about these 
backward areas’ existing situation of elementary education we went to 
every nook and corner. We were inquisitive to know the opinions and 
suggestions of the students, teachers, school administrators, guardians, 
V.E.C. members, Panchayet functionaries and others. We went through 
the school records. Achievement tests on different subjects were 
conducted according to specific requirements of particular classes / 
schools. Information, thus collected, were being analysed appropriately 
and remedial measures were devised accordingly. After implementing 
these measures (e.g., Teachers’ training, awareness programme for 
V.E.C. members etc) for a considerable span of time, a final or 9 
Achievement test ought to be administered.

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Analysis & Findings 


School Survey 
Procedure:- 

Names of the schools and S.S.K.s and their addresses were collected 
from Block Development office, Joynagar block-II, S.I. Joynagar Circle. 
We designed the questionnaires for Head Teachers to know the number of 
students, teachers, achievement level of the students (from school 
records) , teaching - learning process etc. Trained Surveyors completed 
the task. 

19 schools were selected for surveying. Among these, 13 
institutions were Primary schools and rests were S.S.K.s.

2. We discover that in this underprivileged area, School enrolment 
pattern coincides with population pattern (i.e. most of the students 
belong to minority community followed by S.C., General and S.T.). 

3. We find that girls’ enrolment is more than boys’ enrolment. No 
gender discrimination is traced on the surface as girls’ enrolment is 
greater than boys’ (100-200 more in nos.). This finding may seem

Students (as shown in the results of the 1% Achievement 
level test) can not write their names and schools’ names properly. 
Most of them are not well versed with either Bengali or English 
alphabets. So, the H.M.s' claim of completing the syllabi in due time 
can easily be confronted. 

If evaluation procedure is duly followed, then how the 
results of the schools’ terminal tests vary so much with the findings 
of the Achievement level Test, conducted by D. I. E. T. !

We administered Achievement level tests among students of classes 
III and IV in 19 schools including S.S.K.s. But the competencies judged 
were according to the levels of classes II and III respectively. We, the 
D.I.E.T. faculties, carefully prepared question papers on three major 
subjects (i.e. Bengali, English, and Arithmatic). Reading, writing abilities 
in two languages and common, minimum sense and skills in Arithmatic 
were examined. 

We strictly adhered to the particular syllabi of the classes, while 
taking tests. 

As arranged earlier, on fixed dates and times, we reached the 
primary schools. With the help of teachers, we arranged the classes for 
the test. For each subject, 1 hour was allotted. 20 marks were given in 
written tests and there were 5 marks for viva or oral tests in Bengali and 
English. In Arithmatic, only written examination was taken of 20 marks. 
Within the question-sheets, space was provided for writing answers. 

On analyzing the question-cum-answer sheets in our D.I.E.T. the 
situation unveiled is as follow. 


The total no. of students of class HI, present in Achievement level test 
were 462. 
The total no. of students of class IV, present in Achievement level test 
were 381. 


Analysis of Achievement level test:- 


Bengali:- 
While checking Bengali scripts, we find out that 
= Most of the handwritings are illegible. 
* When we try to penetrate, we recognize that the pupil even can 
not write Bengali alphabets accurately. 
= They are unable to write their names and the schools’ names. 
We get sorrowful results while we scan their abilities to write 
words and sentences. 
* They do not have any semantic concept or structural knowledge. 
While taking viva, our experience is no better. We leave 
aside the aspects of intonation, pause, recitation etc while we listen 
that. 
* They can not read out the words appropriately. 
We apprehend that many of them even are not well 
acquainted with Bengali alphabets .

But the reality here, regarding this 
aspect, is awful. 

= In most cases, students are even unable to write their names and 

schools' names. 

1 = We wonder at the fact that some of them can not write English 
i alphabets.

In question-paper, there is , in fact, no scope for free writing.

“My home is a brick house 
where it is safe and warm to be 
I hope all the world's children

- ‘My Home’ by Trevor Harvey 


But how unlucky are our children, residing in the backward villages 
of Joynagar block-II. Seldom, they have any safe and warm house. 
Children , along with their elders, suffer the affliction and pangs of acute 
poverty. In most of the cases, they are deprived of the qualities that life 
should bestow upon them. Yet there are some efforts, on behalf of their 
guardians and the state as a whole. And all these agonies, aspirations and 
works come out while we go out and reach every house for surveying. We 
earnestly make a query to find out the causes of so very poor results of 
the achievement level tests, administered in the schools of this locality. 
Here are the findings :- 


The dwellings 


Findings:- 
a. Divisions according to Social Groups :- 


within the periphery of survey, we find 3684 families, living in this area. 
If we divide them according to social groups, we may point out, 59.77%, 
35.12%, 4.34%, 0.71% and 0.05% of families belong to Minority 
community, SC, General, ST and OBC categories respectively. Hence, we 
can easily conclude that this under privileged area is largely inhabited by 
Minorities or Muslims followed by Scheduled Castes. 
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b. Educational Status of the Heads of the Families :- 


Male :- Here, total numbers of populations are 20,710. Now, if we scan 
the educational status of the Heads (Males) of the families we come upon 
the fact that illiterate persons constitute 32.66% of the total number and 
the rest 67.34% are educated; among the educated fellows literate, 
educated up to class V, Madhyamik passed, H.S. passed, Graduate and 
Post Graduate fellows are 36. 43%, 23: 70%, 5.43%, 0.79%, 0.90% and 
0.11% respectively.

Female:- But, if we compare the female literacy rate of this area with 
that of all India, result becomes of awful. These remote eight villages lag 
far behind; 63.84% of mothers or house wives, here, can not boast of 
literacy or education.

It is to be noted that while in South 24 Parganas District male & 
female literate persons are 77.9496 and 56.1596 of the total male and 
female population respectively, in Joynagar II block male literate persons 
and female literate fellows constitute of 72.0896 and 45.35% of the total 
male and female population of the locality respectively. 


c. Livelyhood :- 


If we look through the families to find out the numbers of earning 
members, we get the following information: -

So, in these villages, usually male and female members of the 
families strive together to sustain their house holds. 


The mouth of the Ganges is nearby. The region is the extension of 
the world-famous delta. But people harvest one crop a year from the 
fields. Though 42.23%% of the total number of families are engaged in 
works related to Agriculture yet they have to do other activities also to 
attain meagre meal daily. Even children get involved in these jobs. 
Service, Business, Cottage industry/ manufacturing, Catching shrimps, 
Fish business are the occupations of 1.11%, 5.08%, 8.98%, 2.67%, 
0.20% of families respectively. 39.74% of families are engaged in doing 
other jobs like those of daily labours, house building , Jari/sequins works 
e.t.c. 


d. Monthly Income :- 


Our people of this locality are not idle; they do hard work, often 
excessive work. But they are not fortunate to earn adequate to live 
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a decent life. 92.69% of the total number of families earn less | 
than Rs. 2,000/- per month. ]

But, Goddess of hope does not leave us even in this apparently 
hopeless, poverty-stricken area. When we scan the educational scenario, 
we are able to recognize flickers of light, visible amidst the gloomy 
darkness here.

“sky is the limit’.

Of course, there are some 1.C.D.S., S. S. K., M. S. K., centers 
here. But people or guardians are not sending their wards, in a 
large number, to these institutions. Moreover the adult people do 
not like to go to the Adult Education Centres. Whatever may be the 
cause, we are here to conclude that the conditions of the Adult 
Education Centres should be uplifted to draw more guardians; 
otherwise there would be a lacuna in the awareness level of the 
poor fellows

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Conclusions 


Reasons behind backwardness:- 


As we meet the students, guardians, teachers of this locality, the scenario 
emerges as overwhelmingly saddening. We search for reasons and come 
upon the following facts :- 

(a) Teachers’ numbers are inadequate. 

(b) As many teachers are untrained, newly devised teaching-learning 
methodologies are not applied. 

(c) In no school, T.L.M.S are used accordingly. In fact, seldom there is 
any use of T.L.M. 

(d) The schools are not wholly or fully equipped with all the materials 
and infrastructural facilities and amenities for joyful teaching 
learning. 

(e) Many schools do not consist of four separate rooms. As more than 
one class’s students have to sit together in a single hall, the 
learning process, in spite of the teachers’ efforts, get hampered. 

(f) In many cases, for communication hazards and distance, the 
schools are not accessible to many teachers and some students 
also. 

(g) Monitoring or supervising system (on behalf of the appropriate 
authorities) is not adequately active in the scenario. 

(h) Very poor Socio-economic situation loom large in every aspect of 
our analysis as it is the root cause of all problems. 

(i) Most of the students are first generation Learners. 

(j) Guardians’ awareness level is not satisfactory. 

(k) There is no scope for adult education or continuing education. 

(I) The home environment of the student is not encouraging or 


appropriate. 

(m) The young learners come from families below poverty line. 
Getting food, not education, is their immediate and primary 
objective. 


Is there any panacea to all these ills? 


Suggestions :- 


Infrastructure:- 

(a) Each school building should consist of 4 separate classrooms. 

(b) In each school, at least 4 teachers are expected to be teaching with 
adequate and appropriate T.L.M.s. 


Teaching:- 

(a) Competency based teaching should be ensured in school. 

(b) Teacher should be empowered with Training, Guide book and 
Teacher's companion. 

(c) Teachers must get motivated to devise, apply and preserve 
Teaching aids and Teaching Learning Materials. 
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(d) Teachers should be trained to use new methodologies such as 
Group learning, Pair learning, Peer learning etc.. 

(e) Students are to be encouraged to be properly engaged in classroom 
activities and teaching is to be participatory in nature. 

(f) Teachers should apply various techniques of scaffolding, evaluation, 
error analysis and remedial teaching. 


Administration:- 


(a) Regular Supervision and Monitoring of the whole system, should 
get more activated. 


Policy :- 

(a) Recruitment of fresher Para teachers, where required, is 
expected to be at a faster pace as well as in a larger number 
they should avail of sufficient remuneration. 

(b) In the sphere of academic supervision and guidance, D. I. E. T. 
may be entrusted with greater responsibility. 

(c) In the time of recruitment of new teacher the consideration of 
proximity of his/her home from the school would definitely result 
good. Teachers of a particular school should be selected from the 
same or the nearby blocks. 

(d) Provision for Double shifting schools may be given a keen 
thought where students” numbers are more than 250. Para 
teachers, willing retired. teachers and other interested, able 
persons may help this initiation. 

(e) Help and guidance, in every possible way, should be provided 
with the poor inhabitants of this backward area to improve the 
socio-economic situation. ¿e 
This will ultimately boost up educational achievement. Villagers’ 
(including V.E.C. members) awareness level is to be uplifted. 

(f) We earnestly need the presence of some workers, (preferably 
women) in the grass root level to spread out awareness and 
provide basic guidance, counseling as well as amenities in the 
sphere of elementary education. They may be, termed as, “Gram 
Shiksha Sevika” , following the example of ‘Gram Swastha 
Sevika’, and they will visit every house in a village regularly. 


If the inhabitants of this downtrodden locality may find a direct link 
of education with their livelyhood, they would feel a spontaneous urge to 
get educated. People, related to different activities or professions may be 
clubbed together; In convenient time and space, efficient facilitators 
would join them regularly to discuss various issues. If planned 
intelligently and carefully, these discussions would be co-related with 
various aspects of a particular topic; thus it aims to expand to newer 
dimensions. Gradually, people would be convinced to learn more about 
their professions and beyond the professions. This regular group 
interaction, implemented through well-planned, graded execution by an 
expert, may result wonders. It would help to enhance their awareness 
level, their learning and their education. Thus, to attain this 
comprehensive development, our proposed ‘Gram Siksha Sevika’ and 
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fellows of Panchayets' Rural development wing, may act as facilitators. 
They are expected to learn their tasks thoroughly - they would go to each 


know peoples' lives to cater their needs. A particular group of 


home, 


facilitators would provide scaffolding or support to a group of people, 
clinging to a particular livelyhood. And for this reason, intensive as well as 
extensive training should be given to them by the appropriate authorities. 
In this purpose, B.L.R.C.s and C.L.R.C.s may be activated and D.I.E.T. 
may supervise and coordinate accordingly. 


We suggest to establish "Adult Education Centre' as well as 


"Continuing Education Centre' in larger numbers in villages. 


There must be a close link among C.L.R.C.s, B.L.R.C.s and the 
D.I.E.T., it would do much good for each organization and in 
general for the entire district's elementary education. From 
circles of our district, there would be continuous flow of 
information(regarding the difficulties, aspirations and work at the 
grass root level) reaching the D.I.E.T. It would enable the 
D.LE.T, the nodal agency of elementary education in the 
district, to strive tirelessly to provide proper guidance, 
counseling, training, whichever, whenever is necessary. 

If a proper, continuous collaboration or rapport is made in this 
sector, our people would reap the benefit. 


According to Gandhiji's opinion all our activities would be

worthwhile if it can do good to 'the weakest of the weak, 
poorest of the poor'. All our collective endeavour would be 
directed following this dictum.
